S THE winter season approaches, 

we naturally become more inter- 

ested in the so-called fuel foods 
that provide bogy warmth as well as 
energy. 

Most of the energy should be sup- 
Plied by the carbohydrates, principally 
the starches, such as cereals, including 
breakfast foods, rice, corn meal and 
hominy, breads of. various kinds, 
starchy vegetables, such as potatoes 
and the legumes—dried peas, beans 
and lentils, 

We should get considerable of our 
energy through the foods rich in fat 
such as whole milk, eggs, butter, 
cream, fat meat, foods rich in oil, meat 
fats and oils. 

Some energy may be supplied by 
Sweet foods, such as sugar, syrups, 
honey, molasses, jams, jellies, pre-~ 
serves, sweet fruits (fresh and dried), 
and’candy. 

The carbohydrates should furnish 
about 60 per cent. of the total number 
of calories required per day. Of this 
Sugar should not exceed 10 per cent. 
Fats should furnish about 30 per cent. 
of the total number of calories needed.

That some worthy 
gentlemen say they are “along the side- 
lines” involves an argument from 
which 1 choose to run. Pe 

There has been an incident recently 
which serves to illustrate the impor- 
tance which the women and girls of 
the press gallery attach to themselves. 

They are picking a quarrel with Mrs. 
Herbert Hoover. They contend she is 
trying to high-hat'‘them. If I were in 
Mrs. Hoover's place I would take steps 
immediately to placate them, unless 1 
enjoyed a tussle with a mess of wild- 
cats, 

The “ladies of the press” insist that 
Mrs. Hoover has been trying to run the 
White House like Queen Mary conducts 
Buckingham Palace. 

FEEL THEY. HAVE BEEN SLIGHTED 

It seems that Mrs. Hoover has not 
been as democratic with the “ladies of 
the press” as was her predecessor. No 
one intends the slightest offense to 
‘Mrs. Hoover, either of the Mrs. Wilsons, 
or Mrs. Taft, when it is asserted that 
the little New England schoolmarm 
made herself so popular as chatelaine 
of.the White House as to have her 
“million-dollar smile” place her on a 
par with the sprightliest of them all— 
Dolly Madison. 

Mrs. Hoover has been meeting all 
kinds of people in all kinds of places 
around the world since she decided to 
take her chances with a young engineer 
she met at Leland Stanford. To high- 
hat any one would be to her about the 
last thing in the world. There have 
been times when she thought her hus- 
band had some pretty terrible friends 
but she endured them so long as he 
said they were all right. 

As the story goes the former First 
Lady had a tea party, or a Mayflower 
yacht cruise or something of the sort 
for the hundred or more women news 
writers in Washington every now and 
then and occasienally attended a 
Women’s Press Club lunch or gridiron, 

Mrs. Hoover has not done anything 
of the sort. It looks like a pretty 
straight tip had gone forth that she 
had given no thought to the matter. 

I have not the slightest doubt in 
the world that the moment she hears 
the “ladies of the press” feel they are 
being snubbed she will hasten to do 
anything and everything in the world 
to restore herself to their good graces. 

Then we may be able to get the 
press gallery.discussions back to public 
issues and the world will run along 
smoothly once again.

“Mrs. Hoover invited a Negress to 
the White House to tea because she 
felt she had to do so, but she has felt 
no urge to have newspaperwomen 
down there.” 


MIGHT EMBARRASS PRESIDENT 


Opinions are numerogis about issues 
of the sort. . 

Should any sort of feud develop ke- 
tween a President's wife and a hundred 
newspaperwomen, it might lead to an 
embarrassing situation for a President. 

As one glances over the lists of White 
House dinner guests it becomes obvi- 
ous the pressure exerted on a social 
secretary must be little short of ap- 
palling. The tortures to which a Pres- 
ident and his wife are exposed at such 


functions keop alive that old, old rid- 
dle: 

“Why docs any man want to be 
President?” 

It is with some regret, therefore, that 
I cannot share the current indigna- 
tion of the pre3s gallery's feminine 
contingent. My notion {s that the 
President and his wife ought to be 
free to do whatever they please in the 
residential section of the White House 

Calvin Cootldge hit it off pretty well 
when he served notice that his of- 
ficial acts were subject to every pos- 
Sibl. scrutiny but that he reserved 
the right of every American citizen 
to enjoy his private life without im- 
vasion, 

It is Just as true that Mr. Coolidge 
learned in time his was a fine theory, 
but that he did not carry it out. No 
President ever engaged the social op- 
portunities of the White House to 
greater personal or political advantage. 
None ever has extracted as much wn- 
recorded enjoyment over the ecstasies 
of . otherwise intelligent men and 
women, persons of great wealth and 
social standing, Privileged to spend a 
night as a Presidential guest. Coolidge’s 
comment on Senator Reed Smoot’'s en- 
joyment as a White House guest was 
incomparable. 

The difference between the Coolidges 
and the Hoovers is that Grace Coolidge 
‘did a lot of spontaneous things which 
hit Washington right between the eyes, 
The Hoover program seems a vit too 
studied, 


MRS. HOOVER NEVER INTRUDES 


Mrs. Hoover wishing to do a grace- 
ful thing has the Girl Scouts down to 
meet Miss Ishbel Macdonald. Mrs, 
Coolidge would have “Ike Hoover 
Phone down to the Navy Yard to tell 
the Commander of the Mayflower to 
get up some steam as she wished to 
take some Senators’ wives, or Walter 
Reed Hospital: boys or the “newspaper 
girls” for an outing, 

Mrs. Coolidge aid everything a. wife 
could do to popularize a husband. Mrs. 
Hoover believes she should remain in 
the background. Mrs, Coolidge made 
her husband do a lot of things he did 
not wish to do but was happy later 
that he had done. » Mrs. Hoover never 
intrudes her social activities or politi- 
cal ideas on the President. She is 
free to do what she pleases on the resi- 
dential side of the White House so long 
as she Offers no conflict nor harass- 
ment to the Executive offices. 

Mrs. Hoover has been a pretty good 
sport in going through with the “good 
will” dinners three nights a week, 
when the guest lists have been pre- 
pared by political secretaries, In most 
instances she has had to rely on the 
thoroughly competent Ruth Fessler or 
Mildred Hall, of her Personal  secre- 
tarlat, to identify some of her pros- 
pective guests. - 

In the series of Hoover dinners the 
First Lady has been as gracious as 
could be to the wives of Washington 
newspaper men singled out for the 
honor. It so happens that I can think 
off hand of only three “newspeper’ 
wives” who write—Anne Hard, Ruth 
Finney and Ruby Black. 

Thus we have the. complaint from the 
“ladies of the press” that they are be- 
ing mistreated, ignored, high-hatted. 

It is as difficult to share their griev- 
ance as it would be to demand that 
the President engage in the Political 
venality of trying to win over a news<. 
paper or a' Washington newspaper man 
through extending a dinner invitation 
to any one he did not like and whom 
he knew disliked him. 

The ‘ladies of the press” ought to 
complain against Mrs. Hoover's political
